iiARRATIVE:  On  Tuesday  evening,  22  liovenber  1966,  > 

his  assistant  museun  director  v/are  driving  fron  Vaughn,  Ni  ex  to  Rosv;o11, 
flllex  on  liighv;ay  235,  Leaving  Vaughn  at  about  1930  MST  they  noticed  v;hat 
they  thought  v/as  "an  av/fully  bright"  star  after  driving  about  20  niles.
